It is Intended b y the gov ernment that there shall b e no crippled soldiers 
selling pencils and shoe strings on the street corners, ami small necessity for 
“homes” where crippled men may b e cared for. 
The gov ernment has made plans to re-educate ev ery disab led soldier 
and sailor, to secure employment for him, and to watch ov er his welfare 
thereafter that he may b e Independent and self-respecting. 
T he actual steps 
which the gov ernment will take are fiv e: 
1—Election b y the disab led men of a course of training. 
2—Preliminary training to fit him for a definite occupation. 
: 
3—A prob ationary period of employment in tha t occupation. 
4— Placement in suitab le position. 
f>— Follow-up work to safeguard his Interests. 
The gov ernment will support tin* man while training, will pay his tuition, 
trav eling expenses and any other expenses Incident to his training, and will 
giv e his family the same support which it has giv en during his military 
serv ice. 
The disab led man may elect the line of work he wants to take up. 
He 
may b e retrained for the work he did b efore the %nr, or turn to something 
entirely different. 
He may take furttuT training in his old occupation. 
And In addition to his support and the support of his family 
In* will b e 
giv en all the medical care he needs, and will b e supplied with any artificial 
contriv ances necessary b ecause of the loss of limb s or faculties. 
The machinery through which this work of rehab ilitation will b e handled 
consists of a federal b oard of v ocational re-education with b ranches in the 
principal cities of the country- 
Dav id F. Houston, secretary of agriculture, is 
chairman of the b oard; William C. Redfleld, secretary of commerce, and 
William B. Wilson, secretary of lab or, are also on the b oard, and un executiv e 
staff of experts in v ocational education hav e b een employed.
